To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dummer: 

In  my  report  to  you,  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dummer,  I 
hope  to  touch  upon  those  areas  which  will  affect  you  and  your 
children  as  well  as  those  areas  which  should  be  of  interest  to  you 
as  informed  citizens  of  your  community.  Should  I  fail  to  provide 
you  with  the  information  you  desire  I  wish  to  be  so  advised  so 
that  I  may  include  those  areas  in  future  reports. 


SCHOOL  WARRANT 

This  year  three  warrant  articles  should  be  brought  to  your 
attention  and  perhaps  need  further  explanation.  The  first  of  these 
is  Article  #  4  which  calls  for  a  deficit  of  $7,500.00  for  the  year. 
Again,  as  in  past  years,  the  overexpenditure  is  in  the  tuition 
area  and  most  probably  will  exceed  the  budget  by  as  much  as 
$8,500.00.  Some  of  the  excess  however,  will  be  absorbed  by 
other  areas  of  the  budget  to  help  bring  the  figure  down  by 
$1,000.00  or  so  to  the  deficit  of  $7,500.00. 

The  second  of  the  three  articles  is  #5  which  comes  up  every 
three  years  and  which  will,  if  approved,  allow  your  school  board 
to  sign  a  transportation  contract  with  Tankard,  Inc.  As  in  past 
years  the  transportation  of  Upper  Route  16  children  was 
announced  as  being  open  for  bids.  The  only  bid  submitted  was  by 
Tankard,  Inc.  Following  some  negotations  the  original  figure  was' 
reduced  and  then  adopted  subject  to  voter  approval. 

The  third  article,  and  perhaps  the  most  important  one  on  the 
warrant,  is  #  7  which  calls  for  the  formation  of  a  study  committee 
of  five  members  to  look  into  the  possibility  of  joining  with  Milan 
for  the  education  of  Dummer  children  in  grades  K-6  or  1-6  or 
possibly  some  other  combination.  I  wish  to  state  clearly  here  and 
now  that  this  article  commits  no  one  and  costs  nothing  to  do. 
Hopefully  a  sufficient  number  of  volunteers  will  be  available  to 
look  into  all  possible  areas  of  mutual  concern  and  interest  and 
report  their  findings  back  to  you  the  people  for  whatever  decision 
you  might  deem  appropriate.  What  might  come  from  the  study 
and  what  recommendations  the  committee  might  make  are  left 
completely  for  the  committee  to  decide.  I  don't' believe  it  serves 
any  useful  purpose  to  speculate  what  the  committee  might 
recommend  to   what  one  plan  will  cost  as  opposed  to  another 
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plan.  When  the  true  facts  are  known  and  when  they  are  reported 
to  you,  then  I  hope  all  of  you  will  ask  the  questions  which  I  am 
sure  will  be  on  your  minds. 

If  you,  the  people  of  Dummer,  vote  to  approve  the  formation 
of  the  committee,  I  hope  that  you  will  take  the  time  to  contact 
them  and  raise  whatever  questions  may  be  on  your  minds.  If  this 
is  done,  particular  attention  can  be  drawn  to  your  particular 
question  and  the  committee  will  have  a  chance  to  answer  it  to 
your  satisfaction. 

In  closing  this  part  of  my  report,  I  wish  to  remind  everyone 
again  that  this  is  only  a  study,  not  anything  more  than  that. 

NEW  SCHOOL  BUS 

At  the  time  of  my  writing  this  part  of  my  report  the  new  bus 
ordered  in  March  of  1977  has  not  been  received.  It  appears  that 
Glen  Motors  of  Berlin  has  experienced  one  delay  after  another 
by  the  producers  of  the  body  —  Superior.  After  numerous  calls 
and  discussions  with  many  people,  I  fail  to  this  day  to  under- 
stand the  unreasonable  delay  on  the  delivery  of  this  vehicle.  If 
one  were  to  draw  any  conclusions,  however,  the  fault  lies  com- 
pletely with  the  Superior  Body  Co.  of  Lima,  Ohio,  who  allowed 
the  chassis  delivered  by  Dodge  to  sit  in  their  yard  for  5  months 
before  anything  was  done.  I  can  only  further  conclude  that  they 
have  little  if  any  regard  for  their  customers  and  therefore  should, 
in  the  future,  be  avoided  as  a  supplier  of  bus  bodies  for  any 
future  bus  we  might  purchase.

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In  the  budget  for  1977-78  was  an  amount  of  $84,870.08. 
For  1978-79  an  amount  of  $106,352.95  is  needed.  This  repre- 
sents an  increase  in  excess  of  $21,000.00  or  about  25%  above 
this  year.  Part  of  this  increase  can  be  explained  with  the  simple 
fact  that  we  have  more  children.  The  remainder  of  the  increase, 
however,  is  caused  by  the  tuition  rate,  a  comparison  chart  of 
which  appears  below:

Though  the  tuition  rate  has  increased  by  a  rather  substantial 
amount  in  the  elementary  area,  the  tuition  is  not  excessive.  I  am 
sure  that  conclusion  does  not  solve  the  problem,  however. 


LEGISLATION  FOR  THE  HANDICAPPED 

Perhaps  the  area  of  your  budget  which  will  most  need  to  be 
watched  in  the  future  is  the  costs  of  providing  programs  for  the 
handicapped.  Recent  legislation  has  been  adopted  lowering  the 
age  for  these  children  to  enter  programs  to  age  3.  In  addition,  the 
state  has  applied  for  funding  under  P.L.  94-142  assuring  the 
federal  government  that  it  will  provide  a  free  education  and 
some  medical  services  free  of  cost  "regardless  of  the  cost". 
More  recently,  the  attorney  general  has  ruled  that  local  school 
districts  can  be  required  to  pay  for  the  entire  cost  of  this  educ- 
ation. What  this  means  in  simple  terms  is  if  the  education  for  a 
handicapped  child  costs  $13,000.00per  year,  the  local  community 
will  have  to  provide  the  funds.  No  one  needs  to  point  out  to  you 
the  tremendous  impact  all  of  this  will  have  on  your  local  tax  rate. 
What  is  unfortunate  about  the  whole  matter  is  that  the  state  has 
had  no  funds  to  take  care  of  all  children  ages  6-21  and  now  is 
expands  the  age  3-21.  Even  worse,  it  agrees  to  provide  all  these 
children  a  free  education  "regardless  of  costs"  and  then  render 
the  bill  to  the  local  communities. 


Please  do  not  misunderstand  my  position  on  handicapped 
children.  I  certainly  support  every  opportunity  to  provide  these 
children  with  the  best  educational  programs  we  can  provide.  On 
the  other  hand,  I  do  object  to  such  things  as  unlimited  costs, 
medical  services,  etc.  when,  at  the  same  time,  no  funds  are  made 
available  to  support  all  the  things  they  are  doing  now  to  say 
nothing  about  all  the  things  they  promise  to  provide  in  the  future. 
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BUDGET 

In  March  of  1977  Dummerraiseda  total  budget  of  $108,703.95 
of  which  an  amount  of  $8,500.00  was  a  deficit  from  the  1976-77 
school  year.  This  leaves  an  operating  budget  of  $100,203.95 
for  the  current  year. 

For  1978-79  your  school  board  is  requesting  a  budget  of 
$122,074.62  plus  a  deficit  of  $7,500.00  for  a  total  of 
$129,574.62.  This  represents  an  increase  of  19.2%. 

The  increase  of  19.2%  on  the  gross  budget,  when  taken  in 
light  of  what  funds  will  need  to  be  raised  locally  by  taxes  trans- 
lates to  24.02%  and  could  be  even  higher.  Why  even  higher? 
Because  the  equalized  value  of  Dummer  has  increased  from 
1974  to  1976  over  100%.  This  could  mean  a  loss  of  $7,800.00 
in  Foundation  Aid  for  next  year. 

SUMMARY 

To  serve  the  needs  of  a  community  takes  the  willing  hands  of 
many  people.  In  Dummer  those  people  are  the  members  of  your 
school  board,  your  treasurer,  your  moderator,  your  clerk,  and 
your  bus  driver.  To  all  these  people  I  express  my  sincere  appre- 
ciation and  thanks.
